The  flu- 
dy  r»  f  the  antitmt  languages  has  its  ufe, 
buv  it  may  be  carried  too  far;  a  man 
who  fpends  much  of  his  time  in  it  fel- 
dom  knows  any  thing  elfe,  and  is  fit  on¬ 
ly  for  being  a  mere  domine.  As  the 
medical  ledlurcs  arc  now  all  of  them  de¬ 
livered  in  Engiifh,  it  will  be  of  great 
importance  to  have  a  profeffor  who  is  a 
proficient  in  that  language.  It  is  fhock- 
jng  to  hear  one  who  delivers  lectures 
offending  in  almofl  every  fentence*  a- 
gainfl  the  true  proqiunciation  of  a  lan¬

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ihyfician.  The  profcflbrs  have  faid  that 
he  elcdors  arc  not  judges  of  medical  a- 
)ilities.  True;  but  they  arc  as  giM)d 
Lidges  of  common  fenic,  common  fame» 
iid  moral  chara<i:fcr  ai»  the  molt  learned 
rofeffors  in  Europe,  and  by  thefe  alone 
light  the  canuidateb  for  a  public  office 
be  judged.  Belides,  if  the  profcflbrs 
allowed  to  nomin.ite  a  perfon,  they 
ecome  electors  themfelvcs,  and  thole 
ho  are  veiled  with  the  original  right  of 
ledtion  are  become  fo  many  cyphers* 
This  is  overturning  the  conftitutlon  of  the 
ollege  altogether,  and  is  putting  it  in 
the  power  of  one  or  two  profcflbrs,  who 
have  influence  enough  to  lead  the  reft, 
U)  give  the  piace  to  whom  they  pleafe  : 
They  have  only  to  fay  that  their  fa* 
vourite  is  the' bed  qualified,  and  there  is 
an  end  of  the  matter.  I  have  faid  the 
more  upon  this  head,  becaufe  it  has  been 
confidently  aflerted,  that  the  remaining 
medical  profeflbrs  met  a  few  days  after 
the  late  Dr  Gregory's  deatli,  and  av^lual- 
ly  fixed  upon^  one  perfon  whom  they 
were  to  recommend  to  the  council  as  his 
fucceflor,  in  exclufion  of  all  others.  I 
hope,  for  the  honour  of  the  univeriity, 
that  this  is  not  true.  If  it  be,  farewel 
to  candor  and  emulation.  No  mao  will 
offer  himfeif  a  candidate  for  a  place 
where  be  knows  the  door  may  be  fliut 
upon  him,  even  before  he  can  poflibly 
have  an  opportunity  of  knowing  that  it 
was  open.  It  is  true,  the  town-council 
have  a  negative  upon  any  pcrlbn  whom 
the  profcflbrs  may  propofe;  but  it  is 
equally  true,  that  their  propofiog  any 
one  perfon  in  preference  to  the  reft,  is 
the  way  to  bias  the  cle<5tors  in  his  fa¬ 
vours,  and,  in  fadt,  amounts  to  little  left 
than  a  bill  of  exclufion  againfl  all  the 
other  candidates. 

It  becomes  therefore  neceflary,  for  the 
rntereft  and  honcnir  of  the  uuiverfity,  as 
well  as  of  the  elei^tors,  that  fome  method 
fhould  be  fallen  upon  to  take  off  the 
impreflioDS  made  in  conlequence  of  the 
above-mentioned  refoliition ;  to  fhew 
that  the  field  is  dill  open ;  that  every 
man's  pretenfions  will  be  fairly  and  can¬ 
didly  weighed;  and  that  the  cledors 
will  only  confer  the  palm  where  they 
find  real  knowledge  and  true  licrliog 
merit  to  preponderate.

Liberty  is  neceflary  for  the  religion  of 
Proteflants;  this  gave  it  birth,  it  mud 
nourifh  it,  and  b^h  mud  be  entombed 
in  one  graye.  The  liberty  of  private 
judgment  is  my  right;  the  whole  world 
cannot  deprive  me  of  it.  Chridianity 
role  from  the  dead  by  this  power,  and 
qn  its  exercife  it  depends.  There  is  no 
impofition  of  religion  upon  me,  I  mud 
chufe  and  judge  for  myfclf;  and  the 
fame  liberty  I  claim  I  give ;  I  hate  no 
man  becaufe  he  differs  from  me  in  opi¬ 
nion  ;  free  inquiry  is  the  bed  method  of 
iiivedigating  truth ;  without  a  freedom 
of  delivering  our  thoughts  without  rc* 
draint,  Chridianity  would  be  hid  or  exi¬ 
led,  and  her  feat  would  be  filled  by 
fuperdition  or  enthutiafm.  Fettered 
by  either  of-  their  chains,  the  miud  with 
the  mod  implicit  faith  receives  the 
mod  abfurd  do^rkie  of  the  church,  and 
is  prepared  for  paffivc  obedience  to  the 
will  of  a. capricious  tyrant.  By  dudying 
the  law  of  nature,  and  the  unalienable 
natural,  rights  of  mankind,  we  clearly 
behold  their  ufurped  illegal  power,  and  i 
lawlefs  tyranny;  we  fee  the  injudice 
and  iniquity  of  ilavery  and  oppreflion, 
and  are  thence  led  to  quedion  their  fc- 
cular,  as  well  as  fpiritual  dcfpotifm. 
Wc  fee  that  the  rclFgion  of  Protedatits 
is  founded  on  the  liberty  of  private  judg¬ 
ment.  Take  -away  this  liberty  and 
Chridianity  is  annihilateii ;  abridge  or  re¬ 
drain  us  in  the  peaceful  exercife  thereof; 
then  our  religion  becomes  corrupted 
and  adulterated,  clog  and  fetter  our  li¬ 
berty  with  teds,  penal  datutes,  and 
excommunications,  and  Chridianity  be¬ 
comes  a  compound  of  gold  and  clay, 
iron  and  rud,  hay  and  dubbJe.  In  fa<d, 
we  believe  we  have  civil  and  religious 
liberty,  but  iu  reality  webaye  only  its 
ihadow.

would  otherwife  bring  upon  them  the 
juft  cenf  ure  of  a  judicioiKs  age.  In  what¬ 
ever  light  we  view  it,  we  can  find  no 
other  cxcufe  for  it;  for,  even  palling  by 
all  the  olain  evidences  to  the  contrary, 
and  luppoling  that  the  cxillcncc  of  a 
God  was  a  thing  much  to  be  doubted  of, 
yet  even  this  does  not  make  their  opi¬ 
nion  defirable;  for  what  confufion  and 
dif(|uietiide,  not  only  to  one’s  fclf,  but 
alfo  to  community,  muft  fuch  an  opinion 
occalion  !  To  deftroy  the  noticni  of  a 
God  is  to  deftroy  the  end,  and  fupport, 
and  fccurity,  of  human  fociety,  and  to 
overturn  the  foundation  of  all  Iruft,  faith, 
and  confidence  between  man  and  man. 
There  can  l>c  no  reftraint  of  confciencc 
wnerc  there  is  no  fear  of  God ;  and  in 
this  cafe  virtue  and  vice  would  be  things 
indifFerent.  To  what  height  would  the 
w'ickednefs of  mankind  then  run?  when 
even  the  confulcralion  of  an  omnipotent 
God,  and  the  certain  affurance  of  re¬ 
wards  and  puniftiments,  that  are  by  hitri 
to  be  bellowed  upon  us,  according  to 
our  aiftions  here  in  this  life,  can  by  no 
means  fuffice  to  keep  men  in  order,  and 
fecure  the  peace  of  the  world,  ft  may 
be  argued,  that  there  would  be  ftill  left 
virtuous  men,  who,  for  the  good  of  fo¬ 
ciety,  would  endeavour  as  much  as  pof- 
fible  to  fupprefs  vice,  and  to  punilh  of¬ 
fenders;  but  let  this  be  granted,  yet 
there  are  many  injuries  committed  that 
cannot  fall  under  human  inquiries;  and 
every  adt  of  injuft  ice,  by  removing  the 
infpedtion  of  an  all- feeing  God;  that  can 
be  performed  in  private,  may  be  done 
without  the  lead  fear  or  remorfe.  More¬ 
over,  if  we  look  into  the  life  of  an  atheift, 
wc  may  find  fufficient  to  convince  us 
that  he  is  the  moft  wretched  and  deplo¬ 
rable  of  any  man  alive.  He  has  nothing^ 
to  hope  for  at  the  very  bell  but  annihi^ 
lationy  and  Ihould  he  come  fhort  of  that, 
he  mull  be  for  ever  miferable.  Athcifin 
blackens  the  w'hole  face  of  nature,  makes 
even  profperlty  appear  odious,  and  dc- 
llroys  every  virtuous  and  noble  action  : 
for,  with  what  view  muft  a  roan  endea¬ 
vour  after  virtue,  merely  to  prepare  for 
the  grave,  .and  to  fit  hiaifclf for  a  Hate  of 
oblivion  ?

Ufury  condemned  bit  Scripture  and 
Reafon, 

SIR, 

^HERE  are  two  different  opinions  a- 
X  iiiong  the  learned  concerning  ufu- 
ry;  the  one  looks  upon  ufury  and  inte- 
reti  to  be  the  fame  thing,  the  other  con- 
hders  them  as  cifcntially  dift'erent.  Thofe 
wno  adopt  the  former  opinion,  labour 
hard  to  Oiow',  that  ufury  is  not  unlaw¬ 
ful  in  itfelf,  and  is  only  forbidden  in  the 
law  of  God  for  tem|H)rary  and  political 
reafons,  efpecially  as  being  an  oppi  elfion 
of  the  poor.  This  opinion  is  followed 
by  Mr  Sober;  and  the  arguments  ufed 
in  its  defence,  are  difplayed  by  him  with 
that  energy  and  ftrength  of  language  of 
which  that  polite  writer  feems  to  have 
great  command.  Thofe,  however,  who 
explain  this  ful>je6t  upon  other  princi¬ 
ples,  think  Mr  Sober’s  opinion  liable  to 
many  great  difficulties,  drawn  lK)thfrem 
feripture  and  reafon,  and  the  uniform 
fentiments  of  the  Chriltian  world  Thefe

honejl  in  itfelf.  This  is  indeed  a  fuller 
explication  of  the  law,  but  can  by  no 
means  be  called  a  contradidting  of  it. 
The  only  text  from  feripture  itfelf,  which 
is  brought  againft  all  thofe  above  citcd| 
to  prove  that  ufury  is  not  abfolutely  un-> 
la^fuly  nor  ptohihited  as  Juch  by  the 
tanvf  (to  life  Mr  Sober’s  own  words* 
Vol.  xix.  P.  164  )  is  that  of  Deut. 
xxiii.  10.  where  it  is  allowed  towards 
ft  rangers.  We  lhall  fee  afterwards,  that 
there  is  no  need  of  having  rcconrfe  to  a 
difpenfe  J'rom  the  la*iv  of  nature^  in  ^ 
order  to  obviate  this  difficiity  :  When  wc 
conlidcr  the  nature  of  intereft  as  di- 
ftindt  from  ufury,  this  objedlion  will  im¬ 
mediately  fall  to  the  ground. 

It  is  furl  her  oblerved,  by  thofe  who 
follow  the  opinion  I  am  here  relating* 
that  the  above  texts  of  feripture  not  on¬ 
ly  allure  us  that  ufury  is  didioncft,  and 
therefore  unlawful  in  itfelf,  but  alio  point 
out  to  ns  the  reafon  of  its  being  io,  and 
fliow  wherein  the  injiiftice  of  it  properly 
conlifti..  This  they  think  clearly  infinu- 
ated  by  the  words  of  our  Saviour,  i.end^ 
hoping  for  nothing  from  thence  :  For* 
fay  they,  whether  vve  confider  the  loan 
of  money  as  a  gratuitous,  or  as  an  one¬ 
rous  conlradt,  there  is  no  right  nor  title 
arifes  from  it,  independently  of  external 
accidental  circumftances,  which  can  give 
any^uft  claim  to  gain  by  it.  If  it  be  con- 
iidcred  as  a  gratuitous  contrad,  then,  at 
by  the  nature  of  a  loan,  the  fum  lent 
muft,  in  its  proper  time,  return  in  its 
full  equivalent  to  the  lender;  the  only 
thing  that  is  gratuitous  in.  it,  is  the  ufe 
of  the  money,  for  which,  of  courfe,  no¬ 
thing  can  in  juftice  be  demanded,  other- 
wife  it  would  ceafe  to  be  gratuitous.  If 
it  b  confidered  as  an  onerous  contrad* 
thefe,  as  Mr  Hutchifon,  and  all  moralifts 
obterve,  cfientially  require  a  mutual 
tt  ansferring  of  goods  or  rights  of  e» 
qual  value.  If,  therefore,  I  lend  my 
fiiend  looK  and  exad  from  him  after 
fome  time  105 1.  this  is  evidently  de¬ 
manding  more  than  1  gave ;  an  unequal* 
and  therefore  an  unjuft  contrad.  The 
only  thing  ailedged  here,  is,  that  theulc 
of  the  100 1.  lent  for  a  time,  is  valuable* 
and  therefore  founds  a  Juft  right  for  de¬ 
manding  a  price  for  it.  Rut  to  this  it  it 
anfwered,  that  in  loans  which  are  notfot 
confumption,  where  the  fame  individu¬ 
al  goods  are  to  be  feftored  again,  fuch  at 
in  letting  a  houfc,  or  hiring  a  horfe,  th^ 
fervice  which  the  hfiufe  of  itfelf  yields 
the  borrower*  and  its  neceftary  decay  ^ 
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%ifc,  and  the  libour  ind  work  of  the  horfe, 
arc  tffmgs  truly  valuable,  and  a  jull 
gr»»iind  tor  demanding  the  rent  or  hire: 
lint  in  A  loan  tor  confumption,  I'uch  as 
inonev  is,  tlie  cah  ij»  uitlily  djlferent; 
whate^er  time  tin*  money  be  kept,  it  can 
luti'or  noiiee.iy,  but  mufi  be  rdl(»rcd  in 
its  full  \alue;  It  does  not  labour  nor  toil, 
luir  produce  any  advantage  to  the  bor¬ 
rower  of  itielf,  as  a  houfe  or  a  horfe 
<uk  r;  but  whatever  advantage  he  makes 
by  it,  is  wholly  arul  lolcly  the  fruits  of

fied  to  give  advice.  The  faCtory  was  fo 
crouded  with  PortugucTe  w'omen,  and 
unncceflary  people,  that  it  would  have 
been  impollibie  to  have  found  provifiong 
enough  for  one  week,  even  had  our 
walls  and  garrifon  been  able  to  refift  the 
efforts  of  the  enemy.  In  thi**  fituatioii 
it  was  lucky  for  us  the  Moors  (who  ne¬ 
ver  fight  in  the  night)  fuTpended  thekf 
operations  as  foon  as  it  was  dark,  and 
gave  us,  by  that  means,  an  opp<»rtunity 
ofcouTulting  and  debating  what  was  to 
be  done.  The  majority  of  the  military 
officers  gave  it  as  their  opinion,  that  it 
was  impracticable  to  defend  the  fort  wilb 
fo  fmall  a  garrifon,  and  fo  uoprovkled 
with  ftorcs  for  a  liege  againfl  the  nume¬ 
rous  army  of  the  enemy.  The  artillery 
officers  reported  we  had  not  powder  and 
Ihot  enough  for  three  days.  Our  bombs 
and  granadoc*  were  of  no  ufc ;  the  fu- 
fees  being  fpoiled  by  the  dampnefs  of 
the  climate,  owing  to  their  being  filled 
fome  years  and  never  looked  into  after-" 
wards.  Thus  circumftanced,  a  retreat 
to  our  (hips  was  by  every  body  judged 
the  mofl  eligible  flep  that  could  be  ta¬ 
ken  ;  but  the  difpute  was,  whether  that 
retreat  ought  to  be  made  immediately 
under  favour  of  the  nighty  or  deferred 
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till  thf  next  day,  and  in  what  manner  to 
coiidua  a  gtneral  retreat  without  con- 
t'ulioii  or  tuinult.  It  was  at  lalt  relblved

Unluckily  no  orders  relating  to  the 
intended  general  retreat  had  lieen  pub- 
liflied ;  and,  as  the  refidntion  of  retreat¬ 
ing  was  known  by  the  w’h»>le  garrifonby 
report,  without  the  method  which  had 
liecn  planned  f»»r  putting  it  in  execution, 
tnany  of  the  inhabitants  imagined  that 
every  lx)dy  was  to  Ihift  for  hi rn left',  and 
endeavour  to  get  on  hoard  fuch  velTcl  as 
be  conveniently  could.  Upon  this  pre- 
lumption  fcveraln  left,  the  fadory,  and 
made  their  retreat  to  the  ftdps ;  which 
teing  obferved,  they  were  followed  by 
many  otlurs,  lomc  of  whom  had  been 
cAcn  prefentat  theconfultation  in  which 
♦•he  plan  of  the  retreat  had  been  fettled; 
but,  concluding  the  former  feheme 
WAS  altered  for  confiderations  to  them 
they  made  the  belt  of  their 


T# 
add  to  the  genera)  confnfion,  between 
nine  and  ten  o’clock,  the  Doddaley  (on 
board  of  wnicli  Ihip  were  Meflrs  M.  and 
1'.)  weK  hed  her  anchor  and  dropt  dowa 
to  Surman’s  gaidcn  ;  the  captain  of  her, 
it  feeins,  being  apprelicnlive  of  her  being 
burnt  by  the  ftre-anowo  ((mt  rockets) 
difeharged  by  the  enemy  upon  the  vcl- 
fds  in  the  river.  No  fooncr  was  this 
;xTceivfd,  than  every  lliip  and  floop  fol¬ 
lowed  tin*  txample;  and,  weighing  their 
ancn  jrs,  ic«l  the  i>'..iiiou  they  might  have 
been  of  the  greaieft  fervice  in,  by  afford¬ 
ing  ah  alyl  urn  to  the  garrifon  at  their 
retreat.  This  ill  judged  circumftancc 
occafioncd  all  ilie  uproar  and  misfor¬ 
tunes  that  followed;  for,  the  moment  it 
was  obferved,  many  of'  the  gentlemen 
on  ihore  (who,  perhaps,  nevei  dreamed' 
of  leaving  the  faiitory  till  every  body 
did)  immediately  jumped  into  fuch  boats' 
as  were  at  the  fadory  Itairs,  and  rowed; 
to  the  Ihips;  the  mangees  and  dandys 
th'  the  boats  we  had  I'ecured,  feeing  the 
iinivcrial  confufi  m  that  prevailed,  and 
that  the  ftiips  were  dropping  down  the/ 
river,  thought  the  d anger  much  greater 
than  it  really  was,  and  began  loconfult 
their  own  fafety,  by  leaving  the  Ihorc, 
and  rowing  away  as  faft  as  they  could,, 
either  to  the  {hips  orto  the  river,  maugre 
all  that  could  be  faid  or  done  to  prevent  ■ 
them.  Among  thole  who  left  the  fado- 
ry  in  this  unaccountable  manner,  were, 
the  governor,  Mr  Drake,  Mr  Mackett, 
capt.  commandant  Minchin,  and  capt. 
Grant.  In  Icfs  than  a  quarter  of  an 
hour,  thofc  who  perfevered  in  defend¬ 
ing  the  fort  found  themlelves  abandon-' 
eii  by  all  the  feniors  of  council,  and  the 
principal  military  officers,  and  had  the 
inert itication  to  fee  themfelvcs  deprived 
of  the  means  of  retreating,  by  thedefer- 
tion  of  the  Ihips  and  boats.  As  foon  at 
it  was  known  that  the  governor  had  left 
the  fadory,  the  gate  towards  the  river' 
was  immediately  locked  to  prevent  any 
further  defertion,  and  the  general  voic'C 
of  the  garrifon  called  for  Mr  Ilolwcll  vo 
take  the  charge  of  their  defence  upon 
him,  A  .council  being  hiftily  fuinnaon- 
ed,  Mr  Pearkes  (the  fenior  then  on.

was  otherwife  determined  by  Provt* 
dence;  for,  by  fome  ftr.Vnge  fatality,  the'' 
Prince  Geitrge  run  aground  a  little  a-"' 
bove  the  f.iitory,  owung  to  the  pilot’s 
mifeondudt,  who  loft  his  prcfence  of 
mind,  and  was  never  after  got  off. 

The  enemy  fufpended  their  attack,  at 
ufual,  when  it  grew  dark;  but  the  night’ 
was  no  lefs  dreadful  on  that  account;* 
the  company’s  houfe,  Mr  Cruttenden’s,' 
Mr  Nixon’s,  Mr  Knox’s,  and  the  marine*

eir  value,  it  would  appear  that  the^ 
nipany,  as  to  its  finances,  was  by  no 
eans  in  the  reduced  ftate  deferibed; 
y,  faid  Mr  Sullivan,  all  things  confi¬ 
ned,  and  a  proper  balance  of  profit 
nd  lofs  being  firuck«  the  company  is  at 
is  time  rather  in  a  fiourilhing  fituation. 
r  Sullivan  therefore  contended,  that  a 
milation  of  the  company’s  d  vidend  to 
X  per  cent,  was  a  meafure  highly  inju- 
ous  to  its  real  intcrelt.  Mr  Sullivan 
ated  the  company’s  affairs  at  different 
riinls  fince  the  year  170a,  and  he  con- 
nded  by  arguing  for  a  dividend  of 
ght  per  cent,  which,  he  faid,  the  fi¬ 
ances  of  the  company  might  well  af- 
brd. 

Governor  Jphnftone  next  arofe,  and 
aid,  that  from  what  fell  fmm  the  noble 
ord,  he  perceived  that  thero  were  twp 
ays  of  ftating  arguments  as  well  as  ac- 
mnts;  that  though  he  might  join  the 
noble  lord  in  the  nccellity  of  reftraining 
the  dividend,  yet  he  differed  in  the  fum 
to  which  that  dividend  was  defigned  to 
limited  ;  »hat  refpeijting  the  treafnry’s 
hereafter  renouncing  its  lhare  of  the  par¬ 
ticipation,  in  order  to  expedite  and  ef- 
fcwtuate  the  company’s  re  eftablifhment, 
though  he  was  inclintd  to  give  as  much 
credit  a'  any  man  to  what  the  noble  lord 
on  every  other  tx*cafion  faid,  yet  in  this- 
particulai:  he  could  not  help  thinking  t)ut 
that  the  ail'ertion  flood  in  need  of.  fome 
further  proof,  fome  kind  of  collateral  fc- 
curity  for  its  performance :  the  governor 
added,  that  he  was  clear  in  one  thing, 
that  the  company  hid  not  exceeded  the 
right  invtflcd  in  them  by  law,  in  bo»-- 
Uiwing  the  fum  they  had;  that  it  w’as 
true  fuch  an  affertion  had  been  adyao- 
ced,  and  terrific  threats  had  been  de¬ 
nounced  in  confequence  of  the  compa¬ 
ny’s  fuppofed  delinquency  in  this  re- 
fpe^;  but  that  he  was  fore  parliament 
never  ferioufly  intended  to  put  its  threats 
in  execution  by  farther  agitating  that 
point;  that  if  parliament  did  fo  mean, 
the  company  was  ready  and  willing  to 
inect  parliament  upon  that  ground.  The 
ipveroor  concluded  by  expre(iin|[  Ipf 
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with,  that  a  ftep  of  fuch  importance,  to, 
fo  immenfe  a  liody  of  people,  might  not, 
he  haftily  agitated,  or  tiKi  precipitately^ 
determined ;  he  therefore  moved  for 
poffponing  the  confideraiion  of  the  noble 
lord’s  rclolulions  for  a  few  days.

Ycftcrday,  in  the  honfc  of  commons 
the  bill  for  regulating  thr  importation 
and  exportation  of  corn,  was  taken  in¬ 
to  conlidcration ;  and  the  following  is  ihc 
fubftance  of  the  debate  thereon. 

Sir  George  Saville.  ^  Mr  Speaker,  I 
am  of  opinion,  that  the  antient  corn-laws 
of  this  kingdom,  particularly  the  boun¬ 
ty  aiJt,  are  to  be  confidered  as  the  wifeft 
exertions  of  the  wifdom  of  our  ancefiors 
upon  this  iubje^l.  Sir,  I  conceive  thofe 
laws  will  now  be  permanently  deftroy-^, 
cd  ;  and  particularly  by  the  Icale  of  pri¬ 
ces  fpecified  in  this  bill;  there  is  no  gra¬ 
dation  from  a  free  exportation  to  an  tx- 
ponation  with  bounty ;  fure  there  Ihould 
be  a  price  mentioned,  at  which  exporta^ 
tion  may  be  Always  without  a  bouiity^ 
the  prices  alfo  are  trw)  Unv.  I  IhouJd, 
propofedhat  the  bounty  iliould  be  giveii 
till  wheat-is  48  s.  and  free  expt)rtatioi> 
till  it  18  but  the  prices  m'lhc  bill 
quite  reverie  the  ideas  of  the  old  bounty 
act. 

Governor  Pownal.  The  honourable 
member  whoipokt  lad, has  quite  miltakeis 
the  ground  upon  which  this  bill  is  fra¬ 
med.  Sir,  the  bounty  a^  of  1689,  tho* 
given  nominally  at  48,  meant  ‘no  more 
than  the  price  of  36;  for  you  may  fee 
in  your  journals  of  that  time,  that  the 
guinea  was  worth  above  30  s.  fo  that 
48  s.  was  in  fad  36 «. ;  the  bounty  de¬ 
duced  leaves  3 1  8.  and  as  it  appear* 
that  the  average  price  of  corn  in  Europe, 
for  many  years  pad,  has  been  on  an  ave¬ 
rage  at  32-68.  it  Ihcws  the  wifdom  of 
that  parliament,  in  meaning  to  reduce 
the  price  in  England  lomethmg  under  the 
price  of  Europe,  in  order  that  your  corn 
might  become  an  objed  of  commerce 
through  Europe,  w  hich  it  could  not  be, 
if  it  was  not  at  lead  as  cheap  here  a* 
elfc where.  Sir,  we  Ihould  guard  agi^irlt 
being  avaricious  of  high  prices;  for  if 
your  corn  is  not  cheap  comparatively,  it 
can  never  bean  objed  of  commerce;  thia 
is  a  point  which  i)iould  be  well 
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to;  for  nti^cfs  you  cm  be  cheap,  you  will 
nc^ft  r  Ih*  f»'ailcrs  in  corn.

MrTownlhend.  Sir,  I  bog  leave  te 
objeCl  to  one  part  of  this  bill,  which  ii 
the  iK'vel  part  of  it,  giving  a  bounty  up¬ 
on  oats.  Now,  Sir,  this  certainly  is  gii 
vinp  an  encouragement  to  the  growth  of 
oats,  which  is  already  a  nuifance  to  the 
public.  Sir,  there  are  feven  farms  on 
the  Bath  road,  in  which  1  had  the  curi- 
olity  of  making  enquiries,  and  I  find 
near  5003  acres  of  land  employed  in 
raifing  oats  from  them.

“  A  new  writ  is  iffued  out  for  electing 
a  member  to  ferve  in  this  prefent  parlia¬ 
ment,  for  the  diftri^t  of  the  burghs  of 
Dingwall,  Tayne,  Dornoch,  Wick,  and 
Kirkwall,  in  the  room  of  the  hon.  Alex¬
